Constitutionalist delegates to the me­ 
diation, at which, according to the 
views of the Constitutionalist chief, 
“ it is sought to settle the internation­ 
al conflict which has arisen between 
the United States and “ the Mexican 
republic.” 
The mediators told General

ranza they feared he “ had not duly 
considered” their communications re­ 
questing an armistice and that his 
representatives 
should 
discuss

entire Mexican problem. 
The conference

tirely to the question of selecting a 
provisional president to succeed Gen­ 
eral Huerta. 
It was the third day of 
discussion of personnel and was as 
fruitless as previous meetings.

Navarrete Rt San Fran­ 
cisco, twenty miles from Vera Cruz, 
and repeated reports of aggressive­ 
ness on the part of Mexican scouting 
parties have increased the vigilance 
of the outposts all along the Am eri­ 
can lines.

Band of Bad Men Runs W ild in Coal 
Mining District. 


Charleston, W . Va., Ju n e 16.— Hid­ 
ing in abandoned coal mines by day 
and raiding by night a band of rob­ 
bers has for two weeks terrorized the 
Paint and Cabin creek district. Their 
latest exploit, the removal of $8,000 
worth of merchandise from the coal 
company store at Crown H ill, was 
accomplished without detection. 
Nineteen box cars on the Chesa­ 
peake and Ohio railroad have been 
looted and one of them, in which a 
railroad detective was believed to be 
hiding, was riddled with bullets from 
high power rifles.

Paris. June 16.— A thunder storm 
of phenomenal violence raged over 
Paris for three hours. 
It caused loss 
of life and enormous damage to prop­ 
erty. 
In the central fashionable quar 
ter of the city a street caved in, en­ 
gulfing 
several 
pedestrians. 
The 
number of victim s is not known. 
The most serious cavein occurred 
at the junction of the Rue La Boetje 
and the Faubourg St. Honore. When 
the storm was at its height 500 square 
feet of the roadway heaved up and 
sank, carrying with it several per­ 
sons who had taken shelter under 
the awning of a cafe. 
W ater 
spurted 
from 
the 
broken 
mains and, added to the torrents from 
the skies, converted the whole dis­ 
trict 
into 
a 
veritable 
river. 
Gas 
mains, telephmie wires and the elec­ 
tric lighting supply were broken oiT. 
The 
quarter 
was 
isolated 
imme­ 
diately and large detachments of po­ 
lice were hastily summoned, but for 
a long time nothing could be done 
owing to the darkness. 
Firem en ar­ 
rived with powerful gas lamps and, 
with the assistance of gangs of la­ 
borers, began exploring the wrecked 
street. 
Meanwhile the occupants of two 
large houses in the Rue Jar Boetie 
were ordered out of the buildings as 
it was feared that the foundations 
might be undermined. 


Troops Aid in Rescue Work. 


As soon as he was informed of the 
accident 
President 
Poincare sent a 
member of his m ilitary household to 
the scene and troops were ordered to 
aid the police and firemen in their 
efforts at rescue. 
About the same time a large section 
of the roadway in the Place St. Au­ 
gustine suddenly collapsed. 
A pass­ 
ing taxicab was engulfed. 
Eye wit­ 
nesses saw a woman’s hand waving 
from the vehicle and the head of the 
chauffeur as the taxicab disappeared. 
Almost immediately a great block of 
stone fell on it. 
A large wagonette 
just missed the same fate, the rear 
wheels sinking axle deep in the soil, 
but the occupants escaped. 
Alm ost at the 
beginning 
of the 
storm the roadway at the junction of 
the Rue Tronchet, the Rue Auber and 
the Boulevard Haussmann, one of the 
busiest sections of Paris, disappear­ 
ed, leaving an opening thirty feet long 
and fifteen feet wide, into which the 
water from a broken main poured in 
a torrent. 
A pedestrian fell in, but 
was rescued. 
Police kept the people away from 
the roadway, which continued slowly 
to subside. Suddenly a sheet of flames 
shot up to the housetops, with a ter­ 
rific detonation. 
Gas from a broken 
pipe had caught fire and the crowd, 
seized with a mad terror, sought safe­ 
ty in the surrounding houses. 
A sewer burst alongside the sub­ 
way in the Rue De Rivoli, putting it 
out of commission. 
Another burst in 
the 
Rue Boissy 
D’Anglas, 
carrying 
away many feet of the pavement and 
flooding the new subway line under 
the place De La Concorde.

porations. 
Publicity of reports of cor­ 
porations Is required. Section IO of the 
bill requires the commission by direc­ 
tion of the president, the attorney gen­ 
eral or either house of congress to in­ 
vestigate alleged evasion of the anti­ 
trust law and to m ake recommenda­ 
tions of changes In all laws affecting 
business. 
The commission Is required 
to see th a t the execution of any decree 
against any corporation to prevent or 
restrain a violation of the auti-trust 
acts is effective, thus acting as an arm 
of the departm ent of justice. 
In mak­ 
ing its Inquiries the commission may 
enforce the attendance of witnesses 
and compel the production of books 
and papers. The report of the bill said 
in part: “Tile whole theory of the crea­ 
tion of the commission has been to 
m ake it an efficient and useful Inde­ 
pendent 
body, 
concerned 
with 
the 
m aintenance of proper supervisory re 
iations of the federal governm ent over 
industrial corporations engaged in in­ 
terstate commerce.”
